W ashingto n, June 3.—Senato r Mo ses 
E. Clapp o f Minneso ta testified befo re 
the subco mmittee 011 the trail o f the 
“insidio us lo bby” that he had never 
tried to influence any o ther senato r 
and 
co uld no t recall any lo bbyists 
having talked with him. 
Mr. Clapp was amo ng tho se sena­ 
to rs. summo ned fo ur at a time, who 
stepped to the witness chair, to o k the 
o ath and then to ld their sto ries o f 
senato rial wealth, o r po verty o r mo d­ 
erate circumstances o f business and 
pro feFs'o nal co nnectio ns and o f their 
interest o r lack o f it in the tariff 
measure. 
Suspicio n that the trail might pro ve 
a winding o ne with many a strange 
turning bro ught 
o ut 
a go o d sized 
cro wd. 
When the Canadian recipro city bid 
wns up in 1911 Senato r Clapp o ppo sed 
a reductio n in the duty o n wheat and 
made a speech against it, he explained. 
Senato r Clapp said he did no t repre­ 
sent any o ne Interest In the tariff. 
The o nly perso ns he co uld rem em ber 
having talked with o n tariff subjects 
were a Mr. H athaway o f Trento n, N. 
J. , interested 
in po tteries, 
and Mr. 
Ro binso n, representing a grass carpet 
co mpany with facto ries in St. Paul; a 
Mr. Cro sby, a miller o f Minneapo lis, 
and a Mr. Edgar, an edito r o f Min­ 
neapo lis. 
“I kno w all these men well,*’ the 
senato r said. 
“If I were to describe *. 
lo bbyist I 
wo uld no t include these 
men who cam e pro perly in their o wn 
interests.” 


Hear Few Personal Appeals. 


Senato rs who have served in co n­ 
gress fo r many years repeatedly tes­ 
tified that they believed there was 
less perso nal appeal to members o f 
the two ho uses no w than at any ta r­ 
iff revisio n o f recent year*’ 
The majo rity o f the s nr.to r** de­ 
clared they did no t co nsider men who 
legitimately appeared to present argu­ 
ments to co ngress as lo bbyists.

Treasury o fficials attrib­ 
ute the lo ss to the perio d o f tariff re­ 
visio n, which, it is declared, is inva- 
riably characterized by the business

“marking 
tim e” to

the advantages o f lo wer duties. 
To tal receipts fo r the mo nth aggre­ 
gated $55,370,304, o r $3,000,000 less 
than May, 1912, while the expendi­ 
tures o f last mo nth, amo unting to 
$57,857,870, 
were 
$5,706,000 greater 
than the disbursements o f May a year 
ego .

The hlghw’ay which cro sses the rail­ 
way steel near the ho me o f Just No rd 
parallels the right o f w*ay fo r many 
ro ds and Dawso n, who was at the 
wheel o f the machine, underto o k to 
cro ss ahead o f the fast running train. 
He had miscalculated the speed with 
which 
the lo co mo tive was 
bearing 
do wn and his auto was struck when 
upo n the very center o f the tra d 
and hurled fully fifty feet and 
to rn 
to pieces. 
Tho bo dies o f two o f the dead w e n 
carried alo ng by the machine in its 
flight and were crushed and to rn al­ 
mo st beyo nd reco gnitio n. 
The Injured 
who survived the co llisio n w erepickei 
up near tho tracks.

Less interest has been manifested in 
the appo intment o f co mmittees in the 
ho use than ever befo re. 
The fact that 
selectio ns w ere practically made befo re 
the ways and mo ans began co nsidera­ 
tio n o f the subject caused lack o f a t­ 
tentio n. 
In times past co nstructio n o f 
the co mmittees was abo ut the mo st im ­ 
po rtant m atter in the early part o f the 
sessio n. 
The speaker made the selec­ 
tio n and co uld do as he pleased. 
Under the ¡» resent co nditio n the co in 
mittee canno t turn do wn the reco m­ 
mendatio n o f a state delegatio n, and 
generally each large delegatio n agrees 
o n places fo r the different members, 
makes its reco mmendatio ns, ami that 
is abo ut all there is to it. 
The labo r o f 
adjusting such differences as have aris­ 
en has o ccupied the ways and means 
co mmittee mo st o f the time fo r a week 
past. 
Enlarged Free List. 
If the senate enlarges the free list 
and reduces rates generally the ho use 
leaders will have a very hard time In 
keeping their bill as against the senate 
bill. 
Reductio n o f rates has already 
go ne far eno ugh to make it plain that 
there is no fear o n tin? part o f the 
ho use members abo ut radical tariff 
cuts. Co nsequently there will be a dis­ 
po sitio n to accept a reductio n bill if 
it sho uld pass tin* senate. 


Underwood Interested. 
Chairman Underwo o d is greatly in­ 
terested in tin* pending bill because it 
bears ids name. 
He do es no t want it 
amended so as to have ano ther name 
b o o k e d o n to it. 
No t o nly o n that ac­ 
co unt, 
but 
because 
he 
believes 
In* 
framed a go o d bill, he will tight any 
changes o f impo rtance which the sen­ 
ate may imuke in the measure. 
If it remains the Underwo o d bill and 
is a successful tariff it may « nuke Os­ 
car W. Underwo o d president. 
We all 
remember w hat the McKinley bill did 
fo r Its autho r, but it had to be repealed 
befo re its po pularity put him In the 
president’s chair. 


Missouri Water. 
Co ngressman Bo o her o f Misso uri has 
been trying to have the army engineers 
appro ve his reco mmendatio ns to pre­ 
vent the Misso uri river fro m changing 
its co urse in his district. 
He believes 
that much land will be o verflo wed if 
an o ld channel o f the river sho uld be 
reo i>ened. 
The engineers say there Is 
no real danger. 
“T h at’s nil they kno w abo ut It,” de­ 
clared Bo o her. 
“ I kno w that co untry. 
I kno w that o ld channel and the lay 
o f the ¡and. and in Misso uri water 
runs do wn bill.” 
But the engineers 
were no t co nvinced. 


Thsy Are Still W ith U« . 
The Five Civilized Tribes are still 
with us.

In fuct, it did lo o k us If the senate 
was very much inclined to iguo re the 
rights o f the state.

JAPAN AGREES TO 
BRYAN PEACE PLAN 


Eleventh Nation to Accept Ar­ 


bitration Principle. 


Washingto n, June 3.—Visco unt Chin- 
da, the am bassado r fro m Japan, called 
upo n Secretary Bryan with fo rmal no ­ 
tificatio n that Japan had accepted In 
principle the pro po sed plan advanced 
by the United States fo r universal 
peace. 
Signato ries o f tho treaty pro po sed 
in Mr. Bryan’s plan agree to refrai i 
fro m ho stilities 
fo r a perio d 
o f at 
least nine mo nths while any co nflict­ 
ing claims are under co nsideratio n by 
an internatio nal jo int co mmissio n. 
In the case o f Japan, as with the 
ten o ther natio ns that have received 
the pro po sal favo rably, the respo nse 
replies so lely to the general principle 
Invo lved and no ne has co mmitted It­ 
self to appro val o f any o f the detail« 
o f the pro ject. 
The statem ent by the Japanese am­ 
bassado r that his go vernment was pre­ 
pared to give careful and favo rable 
co nsideratio n to the peace pro po * ’ 
has no bearing o n the nego tiatio n, 
no w in pro gress between the co untries 
regarding the Califo rnia alien 
land 
legislatio n.

The charges o n which Heeter 
was fo und guilty were made fo llo wing 
his acquittal in co urt o n charges made 
by Ethel Fisher, a fo rmer do mestio 
in his ho me.

disho nest
